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ABC Legislative Update 
 

During the 2012 legislative session, bills were passed that affect ABC licensing. Following are 

summaries of two bills that directly affect some ABC licensees. You can read the full amendments 

to the statutes on the legislative research commission’s webpage, www.lrc.ky.gov.  

 

Senate Bill 40 amends KRS 153.460, 241.010, 242.1295, 243.032, 243.250, 244.290, and 244.295, 

to require a restaurant to derive at least 50% of its food and beverage sales from the sale of food; 

amends KRS 243.220 to rescind the requirement that a retail alcohol licensee premises have a 

street level entrance in a business center or on a main thoroughfare; removes the accompanying 

exemptions; amends KRS 244.125 requires businesses that sell alcoholic beverages by the drink do 

less than 50% of their food and beverage sales from alcohol sales; and amends KRS 243.042 to 

better clarify that a qualified historic site license may be issued to an territory already voted wet. 

 

HB 481 Relating to controlled substances and declaring an emergency amends several statutes in 

KRS Chapters 217 and 218A.  Section 15 of HB 481 amends an ABC statute, KRS 243.500 

subsection (8) (a) and (b) by “including synthetic drugs” conviction which may cause an ABC 

license to be revoked or suspended.  The bill widens the current state ban on synthetic drugs, 

including those sold as bath salts by some convenience stores.  The legislation expands the state’s 

ban by including whole classes of the drugs rather than specific ingredients so that manufacturers 

can’t get around the ban by changing a single ingredient.
